2. If any person orders his paper 


discontinued he must pay all arrears 
| or the publisher may continue to send 


/ It until payment is made and collect 


' the whole amount whether the paper 
i is taken from the office or not. There 


can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made.

ONIONS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
It may be,said of the onion crop that 
“a little goes a long way.” This power- 
‘ful vegetable is effective in small 
quantities. 
“Ti! onions atoms lurk within the 
bowl 
And scarce suspected, 
whole.” 

However, at least a small quantity 
is desired at all times and many 
peopje are fond of stewed onions as 
a side-dish, and of fried onions with 
meat courses. 

Present major problems include 
avoiding root maggot injury and hav- 
ing the crop mature thoroughly so 
that it will keep for eight months in 
dry storage. 

At the Experimental Station, Mor- 
den, Manitoba, onion maggots have 
boone extensive injury in recent years. 
| This ‘past season, four’ treatments 
‘were given. Best results came from a 
solution of 1-5 ounce of sodium arsen- 
ite and one pint molasses to one gal- 
lon of water, which was placed in 
small tins distributed in the patch 
from spring until early summer. The 
treatmenti giving next best control, 
was charcoal applied to the surface 
of the ground near the plants.

Mr. Henderson in a brief speech 

called the meeting to order and stated 

that during the 83 years that the 

Company had operated dnd which 

poxeree one-third of a century, he 

d been one of the original Direc- 
tors and had attended each one of the 

33 annual meetings and hoped to be 

spared to attend several more, 

The Managing Director,'Dr. C. M. 
Vanstone, then gave the Directors’ 
and Auditor’s report. 

The annual levy for 1928 was made 
at the rate of 20% of the note and 
resulted in assessments amounting to 
$436, 352.65 being received. Cash 
premiums amounting to $170,452.34 
were received. The policies written 
on the cash plan increase year by 
year and now amount to 224%% of 
the total business of the Company. 
Interest and rent brought in $44,- 
446.46, ordinary operating expenses 
amounted to $201,103.48. Losses of 
a trifle over ‘$320, 09 were ‘paid, an 
increase of 50% over 1927. These 
losses occurred in two clearly défined 
periods, the first during the month of 
May and due to carelessly started 
fires in the time of the spring clean up, 
the second during harvest and due to 
poorly guarded stubble fires, parti- 
Cia following the use of the com- 

ine 

The cash assets were materially in- 
creased and the total assets brought 
up to $2,677,792.45 an increase for 
the year ‘of almost $200,000. 

The year was remarkable in the 
Company’s history in that a gain of 
almost 18 millions in volume was rec- 
orded for the year. The total insur- 
ance in force is now over 152 mijJ-: 
lions. 

It took ten years of earnest effort 
on the part of the management to 
bring the Company up to a volume 
of 17 millions and we have every 
reason to feel gratified that we were 
able to put this emenne of increase 
on in one year, 

The retiring Directors were Messrs. 
Wallace and ‘Reid who were re-elect- 
.ed. A vote of thanks was given to

HOW TO MAKE A HOT BED 


Where one has a larger garden and 


wants to get off to an early start, it 
is ‘better to build a hot! bed than to 
try and grow the early plants indoors. 
Secure a supply of fresh horse man- 
ure, which\has been turned every day 
or so:to prevent burning,’and store 
this in ‘ 


some sheltered»: spot until 
eady to use. The hot bed ‘should “be 


located where it will be convenient for 
the attendant, and it must be protect- 
ed from the north and west winds by 
fences, buildings or shrubbery. Make 
a pile! of the manure eighteen inches 
deep, and be ‘sure it is well pressed 
down. If drainage is good ‘a hole may: 
be dug and the manure placed in this. 
On. top of the manure: place a light |

SUPPLEMENTARY REVENUE ° 
ACT AS AMENDED ALMOST 
DOUBLES WETASKIWIN’S 
PROVINCIAL TAX 


Protesty emphatic, vigorous, explic- 
{t and unanimous were made in behalf 
of Alberta cities and towns, at a 
meeting with the government Mon- 
day morning, against the bill amend- 
ing the supplementary ‘revenue act 
now before the legislature. The pro- 
posed legislation was characterized as 
unfair and burdensome, and particu- 
lar exception was taken to the fact 
that it had: been “sprung” without 
notice in the dying hours of the ses-. 
sion and without the urban munici- 
palities having opportunity ‘to con- 
sider it. 

Mayor Osborne of Calgary wound 
it all up by saying that he hoped the 
protest would bear fruit. a 

“Don’t be too optimistic about it,” 
replied Premier Brownlee. 


“Of course, there’s a difference in 
fruits,” remarked City Solicitor L. W. 
Brockington also of Calgary. “There 
are melons and there are lemons, and 
we are not anxious for any more of 
the latter.” 


All the cities in the province. and 
some of the towns were represented in 
the delegation, and all were of one 
accord in objecting both to the bill 
and the way it had been brought in. 
Two bills, in fact, were under fire, 
for the amendment to the supplemen- 
tary revenue act was taken in con- 
junction with another new act estab- 
lishing the Alberta Assessment com- 
mission. These two measures, declar- 
ed Mr. Brockington in opening up the 
case, constitute in combination a seri- 
ous departure from present policy and 
will involve a serious additional bur- 
den on the towns and cities. 


What the trouble’ bails. down to is 
that the government proposes to 
make the supplementary revenue tax 
apply to buildings: and improvements 
in. the urban centres as well as to 
lands, the 2-mill rate for the latter, 
as at present, having added to it. an- 
other 2-mill rate for the improve- 
ments.

There is one question that piven 
still argue about. Should you bid the 
short suit of higher value or the longer 
suit of lower valuc? For example: 
Chibs K, Q, 10, 9, 4,3 
UDS —— KS, Ey 
Diamonds —A, K, ,/ 2 
Spades — K, 9 
With this hand should the dealer open 
the bidding with a club or a diamond 
bid? The no trump bid, of course, is 
undesirable because of the singleton 
heart. : 

The players who advocate the bid 
of one diamond with this hand claim 
that the higher-valued suit should be 
bid on the first round, provided, of 
course, that both suits are sound 
Original bids. . 

ci he players who advocate the bid of 
one club with this hand claim that the 
longer suit should be bid first to show 
partner definitely and at first oppor- 
tunity the suit that player prefers to 
be the final bid. By bidding diamonds 
on the second round this preference is 
clearly shown, for if the suits had been 
of. fairly equal value the higher-valued 
suit (in this instance diamonds) would 
have been bid on the first round. 

On the other hand, if diamonds are 
bid on the first round and clubs on the 
second, partner is Ieft in the dark as to 
the actual preference and is, therefore, 
just as apt to guess wrong as right. 

It seems to the writer that it is much 
sounder practice to bid the longer suit 


on the first round and thus give partner 
definite information. Every time you 
can climinate guess-work at the Auc- 
tion table and substitute for it cold 
facts, you have made a step forward. 
Here is another hand illustrating the 
same point: 


Hearts — A, 

Clubs — A, K, Q, 9, 8, 5 
Diamonds — A, K, 8, 4 
Spades —9 


With this hand, the Bens bid is one 
club, not one diamond. If overbid, the / 
proper bid is two clubs and the dia- 
monds should not be shown until the 
third round.. The partner's hand was 
as follows: 

Hearts — J, 8, 7, 5,3 

Clubs — 10, 7, 6 

Diamonds — Q, 9, 7, 3 

Spades — 8 
With a hand as weak as this, it would 
be bad judgment to help partner's bid 
of clubs or diamonds alone; but if part- 
ner should bid clubs the first two 
rounds and then show the diamond 
suit, the holder of the foregoing hand 
would be justified in helping the club 
bid. There is a game either at clubs or 
diamonds in this hand and it is given 
merely to show the theory of bidding 
the longer suit first so that partner 
will know which of the two suits the 
dealer prefers to play. Be on the Icok- 
out for such hands and don’t hesitate 
to show your preference and at first 
opportunity.

Of the 630,405 harrels of ail pro- 
duced by wells in all parts of the Do- 
minion in 1928, Alberta oil fields pro- 
vided 488,268 barrels or 77.4 per cent. 


This Alberta production of 488,268 
barrels in 1928 compares with 318,741 
barrels in 1927, showing an increase 
of about 170,000 barrels or more than 
50 per cent. Total production for the 
Dominion last year was 630,405 -bar- 
relg compared with 476,591 barrels in 
1927.

(Isxperimental Farms Note) 

The cleaning of seed grain should 
be one of the most important opera- 
tions on the farm, and the farmer 
veho retains~tlean land and produces 
clean grain year after year must fol- 
low the practice of thoroughly clean- 
ing all grain before seeding. 

The machinery necessary for clean- 
ing and the way of doing this work 
must be governed by the weed seeds 
and other impurities to be removed. 
Impurities, such as_ broken straw,

chaff, and weed seeds which differ 
markedly in size and shape from the 
grain being cleaned can be readily 
cleaned -out by most fanning mills 
properly operated. The weed seeds 
which are of much the same size as 
the grain being cleaned are the main 
difficulty and where such separations 
are to be made special machines are 
necessary and in special cases, as sep- 
arating wild oats from oats, the only 
thorough method of cleaning is by 
hand picking. 

“The cleaning out of inert matter 
and weed seeds of widely different 
size from the grain need not be dis- 
cussed extensively in this article as 
nearly any make of general purpose 
cleaner properly operated will do good 
work. in such cases. Care must be 
taken to operate at the right speed 
and to feed within its capacity as 


@ 


“wave lengths” outside the range 
of mankind. 

“It is a common occurrence in 
the woods to see a cow moose leave 
her calf, or a deer her fawn,” says 
Mr. Allen by way of example. “I 
have seen it hundreds of times. 
Every time the mother animal has 
instructed her young, in a_ lan- 
guage inaudible to human ears, not 
to stray. That language was quite 
intelligible to the young, but al- 
though I have sometimes Deen 
within touching distance, I have 
never heard the faintest sound, be- 
yond at most, the blowing out of 
air from the nostrils which had no 
apparent significance, The young 
of the moose or deer will remain 
exactly as its mother left it, even 
though she be gone for half an 
hour at a stretch. More than that 
—in case of extreme need it will 
“radio” its mother without ap- 
parent sound. 

“I have experimented on the prob- 
lem many. times. In each case it 
has been the same, I have waited 
until the mother has gone some 
distance; then have approached 
and stroked the young animal. Be- 
yond a slight twitching of the 
skin, it has not moved, but it must 
have sent out a call, for almost 
immediately I would hear the 
crashing return of the mother 
through the undergrowth. At such 
moments I would not pursue my 
investigations further.” &

when the sieves are overloaded no 
machine can do good work. 

The cleaning of grain where the im- 
purities are similar in shape presents 
greater difficulty and in many cases 
special cleaners are required to do a 
good job. In any district where a cen- 
tral cleaning plant is available the 
farmer is advised to have his grain 
cleaned at such a point unless he 
raises sufficient seed to warrant in- 
stalling a plant of his own. A “fairly 
satisfactorily small cleaning plant can 
be fixed up by a-.farmer by combining 
a fanning mill and an indent or disk 
machine in line. The fanning mill will 
blow off or separate the inert matter 
and widely different sized seeds and 
the special machine for the. purpose 
will make the finer separations. Some 
farmers use a combination of three 
machines, the last two being suited 
for special purposes. ~ 


To determine whether the machine 
is doing the work you wish, spread out 
a quantity of the cleaned seed on a 
table where weed seeds can be more 
readily seen. A sample may also be 
sent to a seed laboratory where an 
analysis of the impurities will be 
made. , 

All seed should be cleaned before 
seeding, and cleaning should be done 
early enough in the spring so that the 
work does not have to be hurried.
